CAUSE OF fiJTwAR COUNCIL

London, Nov. 20.—A direct and un- 


equivocal statement to the entire 
world of the Allies' war aims is thc 
big objective behind President Wil- 
son's advocacy of the proposed in^er- 
alhed war council. The United Press 
is able to make this statement on th > 
taxis of information of unquestioned 
authority today as the American Com- 
miaisoners held their first formal 
meeting with the British war leaders 
in Downing street. 


To organize such a, council is the 


purpose of the American commission- 
ers headed by Col. House. To make 
such a declaration binding as to stiff- 
en the offensive of the Allies is th? 
reason why the council is desired by 
the United States. America's imme- 
diate aim and the big task assigned 
to Col, House will be to induce every 
ono of the allied nations to throw 
every card on the table; to state every 
demand and present every claim of 
the war. 


From the entire lot will then be se- 


lected those which are basic, those 
which are based upon broad humani- 
trian ideas, those which justify the 
allies' claims that they are fighting to 
free civilization from the menace of 
militarism and which are in turn cal- 
culated to "make the world safe for 
democracy." Then if the plans and 
ideas of the American commission 
carry, these objectives, backed by the 
endorsement of the inter-allied council 
will be proclaimed to the entire world 
—allies, neutral and enemy—not as 
a peace move but as a war move; a 
move calculated to democratize the en- 
tire allied war making machine. I< 
would he a move to purge the entire 
allied coalition of the last tinge of 
suspicion of selfish interest or hope of 
individual gain for any nation. 


Such a move would disarm the 


Kaiser of his argument that the Ger- 
man soldier is fighting a defensive 
war and would deal a telling blow to 
the German morale; it would give re- 
ansurance to the neutral and remove 
from the mind of any allied soldier 
any idea that he ia risking his life in 
furtherance of the commercial and po- 
litical interests of any allied nation. 


That President 
Wilson personally 


desires such a declaration by such a 
council is admitted as the best guar- 
antee that both will be forthcoming. 
The American executive is at the mo- 
ment in a position to secure the most 
friendly 
consideration of his • ideas. 


Allied diplomats state frankly that 
President Wilson by reason of Ameri- 
ca's peculiar position and valuable re- 
sources now holds the balance of now 
cr among the allied leaders. Wilson 
has stated repeatedly that America's 
participation in the inter-allied coun- 
cil will be confined entirely to "mili- 
tary measures."

CAUSE OF fiJTwAR COUNCIL

London, Nov. 20.—A direct and un- 


equivocal statement to the entire 
world of the Allies' war aims is thc 
big objective behind President Wil- 
son's advocacy of the proposed in^er- 
alhed war council. The United Press 
is able to make this statement on th > 
taxis of information of unquestioned 
authority today as the American Com- 
miaisoners held their first formal 
meeting with the British war leaders 
in Downing street. 


To organize such a, council is the 


purpose of the American commission- 
ers headed by Col. House. To make 
such a declaration binding as to stiff- 
en the offensive of the Allies is th? 
reason why the council is desired by 
the United States. America's imme- 
diate aim and the big task assigned 
to Col, House will be to induce every 
ono of the allied nations to throw 
every card on the table; to state every 
demand and present every claim of 
the war. 


From the entire lot will then be se- 


lected those which are basic, those 
which are based upon broad humani- 
trian ideas, those which justify the 
allies' claims that they are fighting to 
free civilization from the menace of 
militarism and which are in turn cal- 
culated to "make the world safe for 
democracy." Then if the plans and 
ideas of the American commission 
carry, these objectives, backed by the 
endorsement of the inter-allied council 
will be proclaimed to the entire world 
—allies, neutral and enemy—not as 
a peace move but as a war move; a 
move calculated to democratize the en- 
tire allied war making machine. I< 
would he a move to purge the entire 
allied coalition of the last tinge of 
suspicion of selfish interest or hope of 
individual gain for any nation. 


Such a move would disarm the 


Kaiser of his argument that the Ger- 
man soldier is fighting a defensive 
war and would deal a telling blow to 
the German morale; it would give re- 
ansurance to the neutral and remove 
from the mind of any allied soldier 
any idea that he ia risking his life in 
furtherance of the commercial and po- 
litical interests of any allied nation. 


That President 
Wilson personally 


desires such a declaration by such a 
council is admitted as the best guar- 
antee that both will be forthcoming. 
The American executive is at the mo- 
ment in a position to secure the most 
friendly 
consideration of his • ideas. 


Allied diplomats state frankly that 
President Wilson by reason of Ameri- 
ca's peculiar position and valuable re- 
sources now holds the balance of now 
cr among the allied leaders. Wilson 
has stated repeatedly that America's 
participation in the inter-allied coun- 
cil will be confined entirely to "mili- 
tary measures."
